HISTORICAL INTRODUCTION 


The Churches of God are not of any one unified denomination, but 
rather they comprise a group of denominations adhering to simlar doc- 
trines. This inventory deals specifically with denominations having 
congregations in the State of Michigan; these denominations are specified 
as Church of God, (Anderson, Indiana); Church of Ged, Cleveland, Tennessee; 
Church of God, A.J. Tomlinson, General Overseer, Cleveland, Tennessee; 
Seventh Day Church of God, Salem, West Virginia, and non-affiliated Churches 
of God, 


Church of God, (Anderson, Indiana) 


The Anderson organization has its headquarters in Anderson, Indiana, 
and like the other denominations of the Churches of God it is not con- 
sidered strictly denominational, but rather a unit of the Reformation 
Movement, which is an outgrowth of the "Holiness Agitation" of the last 
century. This organization had its inception about 1880 when Daniel 5. 
Warner and a group of other Protestant ministers severed their connection 
with the "humanly-organized" churches and maintained that "the Scriptural 
all-sufficient standard for Christians is membership in the body of Christ 
alone."' On this account, Brother Warner and his associates made no attempt 
to organize a church along strictly denominational lines, but made direct 
appeals to the teaching of the Scriptures instead, contending that 
"spiritual fellowship with Christ and with cach other, and devotion to 
Scriptural ideals constitute a sufficient bond for the followers of Christ.’ 


Reverend Mr. Warner felt the need of a medium of contact with others ol 
a similar belief and conviction, and in an effort to reach this audience 
he began the publication of a periodical called the Gospel Trumpet on 
January 1, 1881. This publication is still the leading English periodical 
of the movement, and from it the publishing house of the church derives 
its name, 


The first two issues of this publication were printed at Rome City, 
Indiana; the work was then transferred to Indianapolis. In 1882 the small 
office was moved to Cardington, Ohio, and in the following year to Bucyrus, 
Ohio. In 1884 it was again moved, this time to Williamston, Michigan, at 
which place a more rapid advancement in the work began, In 1886 the 
entire enterprise, including machinery, was transferred to Grand Junction, 
Michigan, where it remained for 12 years, after which it was again moved 
to Moundsville, West Virginia. 


Anderson College and Theological Seminary developed from the Bible 
School organized in 1917 by the General Ministerial Assembly. In 1928

accepting the dictum that all those "that are desirous to be free from 
all man-made creeds and traditions, and are willing to accept the New 
Testament, or law of Christ, as your only rule of faith and practice; 
giving each other equal rights and privileges to read and interpret for 
yourself as your conscience may dictate, and are willing to sit together 
as the Church of God and to transact business as such..."may join this 
denomination. The elder Spurling became the minister of the new church 
and his son, who already was a licensed minister, was received into 
fellowship and ordained on September 26, 1886, 


This newly organized church, although being in accord with the 
Methodist bodies, recognized no creed as authoritative, but relied upon 
the Bible "asawhole, rightly divided" and as the final court of appeals. 
ft emphasized sanctification as an experience subsequent to regeneration, 
and also the baptisms of the Holy Ghost. Conditions of membership were 
profession of faith in Christ and recognition of the obligation to 
accept and practice all the teaching of the church. 


During the first decade of its existence, very little was done by 
this organization to promote its growth; however, during the period 
following 1896 a decided change took place. Three members of the church, 
William Martin, Joe M. Lipton, and Milton McNabb, went to Cherokee County, 
North Carolina, and began to hold meetings at the Shearer Schoolhouse. 
This activity aroused the antagonism of members of other denominations in 
the community, and caused the expulsion of some of their members for 
following "this new doctrine," which was considered "heresy."3 But the 
group continued to conduct revival meetings, which became popular and 
spread to the adjoining counties, thereby further increasing the enmity 
of the already existing churches to the extent that several places of 
worship were burned down. 


During these years of revivalism, factionalism began to be felt 
within the body of the church. This condition persisted without visible 
effect on the organization of the church until 1902 when a meeting was 
held in the home of W.F. Bryant, Cherokee County and a new organization 


was effected. (hile this organization was a continuation of the original 
movement begun 16 years earlier, it was now called "The Holiness Church 
at Camp Creek." At the meeting Bryant was ordained minister. 


In 1903 Reverend A.J. Tomlinson came from Indiana to North Carolina 
and was appointed pastor of the congregation at Camp Creek. One year 
later a church was organized in Georgia and two more in Tennessee. Near 
the close of 1905 this denomination had progressed to the point where it 
was found advisable to form a central body.>

The first annual assembly convened on January 26 and 27, 1906, at the 
home of J.C. Murphy, Cherokee County, about one~half mile from the old 
Shearer schoolhouse. At this assembly 21 delegates, representing 6 churches, 
decided that "we do not consider ourselves a legislative or executive body, 
but judicial only."'1 


The second annual assembly held its sessions from January 9 to 13, 
1907, at Union Grove Church, about ten miles from Cleveland, Tennessee, 
At this conference the name of the denomination was changed to "Church of 
God." It was also decided to provide an order of the ministry known as 
"Evangelist." 


At the annual assembly in 1913, Reverend Tomlinson was chosen as the 
General Overseer of the Church for life. By that time this denomination 
had extended its organization into ten states, reaching as far west as 
California. 


In 1912 a few Negroes of Florida joined this denomination, and the 
eighth annual assembly (1913) reported two Negro Churches, one in Miami 
and the other in Jacksonville, In 1915, Edmond S. Barr was appointed as 
Overseer of the work in Florida. He was the first ordained Negro bishop 
of the Church of God. 


By 1915 congregations had been established in the States of Indiana, 
Louisiana, Maryland, West Virginia, South Carolina, Ohio, Colorado, 
Connecticut, and Illinois. By 1922 the church was represented in 28 
states, and in the Bahama Islands and Canada. At that time there were 
666 congregations with a membership of 21,076 and 760 ministers. 


In 1941 there were reported to be 1,501 white and 141 Negro congre- 
gations connected with this denomination, having 583 bishops, 562 deacons, 
1,788 evangelists, and membership of 61,064 whites and 2,152 Negroes. 

This organization also maintained 1,632 Sunday Schools with an attendance 
of 81,720.4 


Under the supervision of the General Overseer, Reverend Tomlinson, 
a bible training school was opened in Cleveland, Tennessee in 1918. In 
1938 it was removed to the newly-purchased Murphy Collegiate Institute 
at Sevierville, Tennessee. 


In 1935 the Northwest Bible and Music Academy was established at 
Lemmon, South Dakota, and soon afterward the Florida Bible School was 
opened at \Viimauma Camp, 26 miles from Tampa, Florida. The Maine Bible 
School also began operating at Appleton, Maine, in the same year.

The first congregation of this denomination in Michigan was estab- 
lished at Detroit in 1920. The first church building was erected at 
Stanley and Brooklyn Streets, and later moved to 5686 Sixteenth Street, 
its present location. 


The Michigan Assembly was organized in 1925, with headquarters in 
Detroit. In addition to the State of Michigan, the city of Windsor, 
Canada is included in the Michigan Assembly with Reverend H.0. Kerce, of 
Detroit as overseer, 


Church of God - A.J. Tomlinson, General Overseer, 
Cleveland, Tennessee. 


At the annual assembly held in Cleveland, Tennessee, in 1922, at 
which over four thousand delegates were present, a division took place 
within the ranks of the Cleveland Church of God. The division was a 
result of an attempt to abrogate the constitution which had been adopted

To distinguish this denomination from other Churches of God it has 
been the custom of this body to add the name of its founder and general 
overseer to the title, thus - Church of God, A.J. Tomlinson, General 
Overseer, 4 


The first assembly of the newly-organized branch was held in 1923, 
and Reverend Tomlinson was designeted as overseer. During the subsequent 
> years little progress was made, and it was only in the period following 

1928 that the movement spread. 


By the end of 1940 this denomination had registered 1,500 local 
churches, 8 of which were located in RE as 218 bishops, 170 deacons, 
1,206 evangelists (708 male and 198 female), and approximately 50,000 
members, 


The denomination also maintzined a printing establishment, the 
White Wing Publishing House at Cleveland, Tennessce. A modern building 
was erected in which the printing plant ae offices of the publication, 
and the officers of the church were located. A section of the structure 
served as a tabernacle with a seating capacity of 8,500. 


The Michigan State Convention was organized in Nowe with Reverend

believers as a whole; the Seventy give themselves to the evangelistic 
ministry of the Word; the Seven have general oversight and management of 
the business of the church; the elders give themselves to the ministry of 
the Word and to prayers; the overscer, under the supervision of the Twelve, 
has general care over the church as a whole and has assistant overseers to 
care for the affairs of the church; the helpers give themselves to the 
advancement of the work and the Truth, as the Lord has given them talents 
and opportunities; and the Disciples give themselves wholly unto the Lord's 
hands to use as He will.+ 


The Freeland (Saginaw County) Church of God is considered the oldest 
congregation in Michigan connected with this denomination. It was organ- 
ized by Elder James Merriam in 1899. This church has no building and 
services are being conducted in the Frecland School.” 


In 1924, Elder E.J. Davis organized the Deckerville Church of God, 
at Deckerville, Sanilac County. A brick church building was erected 
during the same year. 


The other three churches of this denomination in Michigan are located 
at 700 Fairview Avenue and 3330 Fifteenth Street, Detroit, and at St. 
Charles, Saginaw County.# 


Non-Affiliated Churches of God 


This term is being applied to those congregations, which while 
adhering to the doctrine of the Church of God, are not affiliated with 
any of the existing denominations. 


In 1941 there were 16 active independent Churches of God reported 
in Michigan. The first Church of God (Abrahamic Faith) in the state 
was organized in 1864 at Blanchard, Isabella County.° Other independent 
churches organized during the last century are located at New Haven Twp., 
Gratiot County; Levering, Emmet County; Sheridan Twp., Clare County; 
Freemont Twp., Isabella County; and Mio, Oscoda County (now defunct). 
The remaining churches included in this group (14 in all) were organized 
Since 1919.
